If thedwellers inthe transmontane 
portions of the continent could be 
picked up bod@ly and be set down at 
once in this State, the sharp climatic 
contrast existing between this and less 
| favored regions would be most forcibly 
realized. Such a day as yesterday, for 
instance, which was a fair representa- 
tive of ordinary winter days in Califor- 
nia, can be found nowhere beyond this 
slope except in the most perfect weather 
of May and June. Let us look at it. 

The clouds broke soon after 
sunrise, and rolled away. The rain- 
washed skies were of a deep, intense 
blue. The sun poured out a flood of 
warmth. The earth was green, Grasses 
everywhere were astir with life. There 
were blossoms in our gardens. Palms 
waved their slender branches in trop- 
icaisplendor. Oranges hung yellow and 
ripe upon the trues. Butterflies were 
afloat in the sunshine. . Birds warbled 
in gladness. Bees hummed. Insects 
reveled in merry dances in the bright 
air. There was not a breath of chill in 
the atmosphere. Vegetables were 
ripening in the gardens. The crystal 
brooks rushed on between green banks. 
The shadows of full-leaved trees drop- 
ped into the running river. On sunny 
verandas we could sit in perfect com- 
fort. Even the little cricket was at 
home mid the grasses. The spiders spun

sweet, and everywhere was the hint of 
a perfect and perpetual summer. 

Look now at the other side of the 
continent. Frozen rivers and ocean 
harbors. Vast snow drifts im- 
peding all travel. 
portation stopped and the mercury 
80°, 40° and 50° below zero, with, in 
many places, a scarcity of fuel. Whole 
families shivering in rooms that can- 
not be made warm even with furnace 
heat. Driving tempests and blinding 
snows, in which_hundreds of storm- 
caught wanderers are lost. Dead and 
frozen bodies lying almost at the gates 
of home, unable to find their way 
through the bewildering storm. Bare 
and leafless trees, a frozen white earth, 
and everywhere the death of nature 
and the desolation of winter. 

Yet there is room in this fairer land 
for thousands more. Its untold 
virgin acres are waiting for the 
plow. Tens and hundreds of 
thousands of home-sites are un- 
occupied; wide and fertile acres need 
but to be tickled with the plough to 
laugh with abundant harvests. The 
balmy breath of every fragrant breeze 
bears its whispers of invitation to the

Malaria flies be- 
fore it. Epidemic sickness has here 
no foothuld.

{| Pasadena Union, Jan. 30. | 
For months past there has been more

It appears that they interest them- 
selves more in the news of the day and 
the practical interests of mankind bv 
reason of having to hear, if not to join 
in, the talk of the men around them. 
At the same time those who have a 
taste for sewing make and mend their 
own apparel, and those who like house- 
hold work and ‘cooking practice it at 
night and on Sunday, and whenever a 
chance is affordedthem. That this is 
quite likely to be true is seen from the 
fact that whoever visits the largest 
type-wiiting school in the city, or any 
of the other places where there are 
many girls, during the noon hour, will 
find some of the girls knitting, sewing 
or crocheting. . The others are apt to 
be chatting together or reading novels. 
What a picture all this presents! 
Here are thousands of young women 
employed at nice work, with good pay, 
living in the country at least half the 
day, forced to be neat and as pretty as 
possible while at their work, liable to 
marry early and well, growing practi- 
cal and wise, and yet remaining as 
womanly as their mothers.

ANNA DICKINSON’S THKAGEDY. 


It Is a Play, Over Which She Has 
Worked Mary Years. 
|Scranton (Pa.) Letter to Philadelphia Times. | 

There is in the life of every man and 
woman some jewel of achievement that 
arkles with a brighter luster than all 
the rest, however luminous -they be, 
even 4s a precious stone outshines all 
the other gems in a richly-jeweled 
crown. I was forcibly impressed with 
this thought yesterday during a brief 
conversation with Miss Anna E. Dick- 
inson, who is now at Honesdale, con- 
valescing from an iliness whith almost 
a fatal, and I felt it more deeply 
ast evening, as I _ read er 
latest and most lasting literary 
work, the four-act tragedy of 
Aurelian, a _ privilege not ac- 
corded to many persons. Miss Dick- 
inson has concentrated in this superb 
play the essence of ber best thought, 
er most eloquent expression, and her 
most epigrammatic wit. It moves for- 
ward, from the start, with the majesty 
of a granc river, and sparkles with the 
brilliance of a clear, starlit, midnight 
sky. To speak of this production as it 
deserves will seem to those who-have 
not read it the language of extrava- 
gant eulogy, but its merits are great, 
and its defects, if it have any, lie in 
the direction of an embarrassment of 
riches. Much asthis talented woman 
has said and ‘written that is worthy of 
praise and preservation, none of it in 
any way approaches in literary excel- 
lence this grand dramatic creation, 
which will unquestionably live as a 
classic of the stage long after all her 
other books and plays are forgotten. 
For years Miss Dickinson has de- 
yoted her energies to the perfection of 
this tragedy, and as she polished and 
repolished its stately lines, she doubt- 
less felt what she makes one of her 
characters say, that“*what is worth 
possession is| worth patience.”’ Aside 
from the scholarship and _ historical 
knowledge manifest in the play, it im- 
presses one |by its vigor and the 
strength of the terse, telling, Anglo- 
Saxon sentences, sharp as Damascus 
blades, upon which the majestic and 
the tender story of. the stormy conflict 
and the burning love of the noble- 
souled *‘Aurelian’’ and the no less noble 
and brave ‘Zenobia” is hung. The 
Roman hero and  Palmyrenean 
heroine are clear-cut creations, drawn 
with a master hand that shows no 
sign of faltering or weakness in the 
portrayal. *‘Aurelian’’ is every inch a 
man, a soldier, an emperor. In him

and truth combine. , He is patient as 
the unruffied lake under great provoca- 
tion, and terrible as the volcano in his 
wrath. I know not of a grander char- 
acter in all my range of dramatic read- 
ing, Orin any |of the numerous plays 
that I have seen presented.
